DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Applicant's Amendment filed 09/1 8/06. Claims 
26 and 28-5 1 are currently pending. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 29, 32 and 49 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Claim 29, line 4, "negative planetary gear sets." (second occurrence) should be 
deleted. 

• Claim 32, line 2, "25" should be changed to -26-. 

• Claim 49, line 9, "gearshset" should be changed to -gearset-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

• Claim 50 recites the limitations "the second shaft" in line 7, "the third shaft" in line 
10, "the fourth shaft" in line 13, "the fifth shaft" in line 16, and "the sixth shaft" in 
line 18. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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• Claim 50 recites the limitations "a second brake" in line 4, "a third brake" in line 20, 
"a first brake" and "a first clutch" in line 21, and "a second clutch" in line 22, which 
constitute double inclusions since these limitations were previously recited in claim 
49, lines 5 and 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 49 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Raghavan 
et al (US 6,422,969). 

Raghavan et al show a multi-stage transmission of planetary structure for a motor vehicle 
(see Fig. 1) comprising: 

a drive input shaft (64) and a drive output shaft (68) arranged in a housing (66), 
first (18), second (22) and third (20) gearset assemblies; and 

five shift elements consisting of only first (30), second (28) and third (32) brakes affixed 
to the housing and only first and second clutches (24, 26); 

the second and the third planetary gearset assemblies (22, 20) are located adjacent an 
output shaft end of the transmission; 

the first planetary gearset assembly (18) is located adjacent an input shaft end of the 
transmission;

the first and the second clutches (24, 26) and the first and the third brakes (30, 32) are 
located between the first (18) and the second (22) planetary gearsets, and the second brake (28) 
is located adjacent the input shaft end of the transmission, and the input and the output shafts, the 
first, the second and the third planetary gearset assemblies and the five shifting elements are 
interconnected so that the selective engagement of desired pairs of five shift elements will result 
in seven transmission ratios between the drive input shaft and the drive output shaft in which the 
seven transmission ratios comprise six forward gears and one reverse gear (see Fig. 2), the first 
planetary gearset assembly (18) is a positive planetary gear set and the second and the third 
planetary gearset assemblies (22, 20) are negative planetary gear sets. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 26 and 28-48 are allowed. 

8. Claim 50 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 9/18/06, with respect to claim 26, have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 26 has been withdrawn. 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 49 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
